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Bd. announces 
resignation of 
football coach 

District veteran Sharon 
Cottle to retire June 30 
after 32 years of service

The Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation announced significant personnel 
changes at its March 12 meeting, includ- 
ing the resignation of Morgan County 
High School Football Coach Randy 
Wood. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe Dan 
Gold said Wood, who has also taught 
physical education at MCHS since 2004, 
relinquished coaching and teaching du- 
ties due to family concerns. 

“Randy’s family does not live here 
in the county,” Gold said. “He is resign- 
ing because he wants to spend more time 
with them. His football resignation is 
already effective, while his teaching res- 
ignation will be effective at the school 
year’s end.” 

Gold also said District Food Services 
Director Sharon Cottle will retire on 
June 30 after 32 years of service to the 
state school system. 

In other business, Cottle updated 
board members on delinquent student 
food bills. 

“Sharon brought it to our attention 
that quite a few students had accumu- 
lated significant food charges,” Gold 
said. “We authorized her to send letters 
to their parents requesting payment, and 
also authorized our attorney, Gary Conn, 
to pursue legal action if the bills are not 
paid. We want to serve every student, 
but we don’t want to raise lunch prices 
because of unpaid bills.” 

The board also approved a revised 
school calendar for the remainder of this 
year, including new closing dates due to 
illness and inclement weather. 

“Since the last board meeting school 
has been closed four times for weather 
and two times for illness,” Gold said. 
“Closing day is now May 31 for stu-

Suspect is jailed 
for threatening 
drug case witness 

WEST LIBERTY - A Wolfe County 
man arrested during an Operation 
UNITE drug roundup last year is back 
behind bars after making threats against 
a witness in his case. 

Victor H. Arnett, of Carrie Street in 
Hazel Green, was arrested Monday, 
March 5, by the West Liberty Police 
Department for first-degree criminal 
trespass. On Tuesday, March 6, detec- 
tives with UNITE obtained warrants 
charging him with retaliating against a 
witness and carrying a concealed deadly 
weapon. 

Arnett, 44, was arrested during a 
November 8, 2006, roundup of drug sus- 
pects in Morgan County and charged 
with second-degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance. He was released in lieu 
of a $5,000 bond pending a May trial in 
Morgan County Circuit Court. 

According to Paul Hays, deputy law 
enforcement director for UNITE, Arnett 
went to a Morgan County apartment 
complex on the evening of March 5 
seeking a potential witness in his drug 
case. 

Arnett reportedly forced his way into 
a neighbor’s apartment demanding to 
know where the witness lived and threat- 
ening to kill him. 

When West Liberty police arrived 
and arrested Arnett they discovered an 
open knife with a long blade in his 
pocket. 

Arnett was lodged in the Rowan 
County Detention Center and is being 
held in lieu of a $50,000 cash bond.

Mountain Telephone announes plans to 
expand headquarters in West Liberty 



Main office building to 
be modernized, larger 
building to be added 

Mountain Telephone, which serves 
subscribers in Morgan, Elliott, Menifee, 
and Wolfe counties, last week began raz- 
ing the buildings on the Stanley and Eva 
Blair property and the adjoining struc- 
ture formerly occupied by Brown’s 
Hardware & Electric Building on Main 
Street. 

The Main Street properties are the 
last of five tracts purchased by the co- 
op over the past two or three years (the 
others are on Riverside Drive) and last 
week’s work heralds the beginning of a 
major expansion of Mountain 
Telephone’s headquarters facilities in 
West Liberty, said Allen Gillum, the co- 
op ’s general manager. Actual construc- 
tion is expected to begin around the first 
of next year. 

With acquisition of the Main Street 
tracts, Mountain Telephone’s headquar- 



ters site now includes around three and 
a half acres and extends well over a full 
city block lying between Main Street and 
Riverside Drive. 

Gillum said the expansion will in- 
clude a major modernization of the 
nearly 50-year-old headquarters office 
building on Main Street and construc- 
tion of another larger building to accom- 
modate new communication technolo- 
gies as they develop over the next two 
decades, including current plans to pro- 
vide video and VoIP services. 

“Utilization of the newly-excavated 
property will include not only a new, 
modern drive-thru service which will be 
more time efficient and convenient for 
customers, but also a larger, more spa- 
cious parking lot,” Gillum said. 

“As we look to the future, our ongo- 
ing desire is to provide the people of our 
service area a telecommunications com- 
pany they can not only be proud of but 
also feel confident they are receiving 
state of the art service they can depend 
on,” Gillum said. We simply have run 



out of space and a new building will pro- 
vide us with a more spacious atmosphere 
to better serve our customers through the 
next 20 years.” 

A key component of the expansion is 
a training room in the new building de- 
voted to keeping co-op employees up to 
date on new technologies and equip- 
ment. “We plan to have room to main- 
tain a continuous training program that 
will allow employees to stay abreast of 
the changes in technology that are ex- 
pected over the next two decades,” 
Gillum said. Mountain Telephone cur- 
rently has 73 full-time employees. 

“For the past 50 years, Mountain 
Telephone has provided telephone ser- 
vice to the people of Elliott, Morgan, 
Menifee and Wolfe counties,” Gillum 
noted. “Obviously, during that time 
many changes have occurred. The tele- 
communications industry is rapidly 
growing by leaps and bounds at compa- 
nies all over the world, which naturally 
leads to the need for us to expand.” 

“Already, Mountain Telephone alone 
in a span of just 10 years, has made avail- 



able to our customers a long list of new 
services,” Gillum said. 

They include dial up Internet service 
(first customer in 1995), an array of cus- 
tom call features, long distance service 
competitive with any larger company, 
cellular phones, voice mail, Turbo Surf 
Internet booster, DSL high speed 
Internet service (first customer in 2001), 
on-line bill viewing and paying, and the 
installation of Mountain Telephone 
Business Telephone Systems (top of the 
line equipment and maintenance which 
has and is being installed not only in the 
co-op’s service area, but throughout 
Kentucky. 

“Even as we look to the future, as a 
rural cooperative, we remain very proud 
of the advancements that Mountain Tele- 
phone has made in telecommunications 
technology in the past,” said Gillum. 
“But for us to be able to fully embrace 
developing future technologies, we are 
in dire need of more room.” 

Gillum said the proposed new build- 
ing is expected to be completed in two 
to three years.

30 Days Of Legislative 
Leadership

FRANKFORT — When Ken- 
tucky voters were presented with 
a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for annual sessions of the 
General Assembly, supporters — 
myself among them — argued 
that the proposed short, 30-day 
session in odd-numbered years 
would allow legislators to deal 
more effectively with important 
issues without being distracted 
with preparing a massive state 
budget. 

They would spread the 30 
working days over a nearly 
threemonth period, allowing for 
serious committee work and re- 
lieving the mountain of bills that 
descend on them during the regu- 
lar 60-day sessions in even-num- 
bered years. 

There would not be the crush 
of last-minute work that had be- 
come the routine way legislative 
sessions came to an end. 

Well, the end to the 2007 short 
session is looming, and the crush 
of legislation awaiting action is 
every bit as heavy as a regular 
session. 

There is at least the possibil- 
ity that nothing of any great con- 
sequence will be accomplished 
when legislators go home. 

Of course, they will find a way 
to fund their precious construc- 
tion projects vetoed last year by 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher. That is un- 
less they decide to deny Fletcher 
the opportunity to present a lot 
of oversized checks for those 
projects as part of his re-election 
campaign. 

They have pretty much ig- 
nored Fletcher anyway. His State 
of the Commonwealth speech in 
January might just as well have 
been made to an empty House 
chamber for all the good it did 
him in getting legislators to ap- 
prove his ideas on how to spend 
the excess money coming into the 
Treasury. 

They had to be shamed into 
coming up with a few million 
dollars to hire more state social 
workers and to provide them with 
a safe place to work, all the while 
they postured to the galleries over 
the possibility that someone liv- 
ing with a public employee with- 
out benefit of clergy might be 
able to buy state health insurance. 

Legislators of both parties 
were shocked and appalled at 



Fletcher’s abuse of his pardoning 
power in the hiring scandal, but 
they didn’t have the fortitude to 
send the voters an amendment 
preventing future governors from 
abusing that extraordinary power. 

They stumbled around a rea- 
sonable mine safety bill after one 
of the worst years for mine fatali- 
ties in 2006, and in the process 
revealed that a committee chair- 
man with absolute power over 
legislation can have a blatant con- 
flict of interest and get away with 
it. 

They cowered as usual before 
the state’s teacher union and 
failed to agree that outstanding 
math and science teachers de- 
serve to be rewarded with bo- 
nuses. 

And they spent weeks lurking 
in shadows to come up with a 
way of dealing with more than a 
decade of legislative irresponsi- 
bility in funding state and teacher 
retirement systems by simply 
borrowing more than $800 mil- 
lion which, along with the ap- 
proximately $2 billion they 
agreed to borrow in 2006, renders 
the fiscally conservative Fletcher 
administration the biggest debtor 
administration in Kentucky his- 
tory. 

(The amendment creating the 
short, odd-year session also re- 
quires a supermajority in both the 
House and Senate to pass legis- 
lation raising taxes. Perhaps it 
also should require a 
supermajority to approve bond 
issues.) 

In the process of solving the 
retirement system problems, they 
also secretly came up with the 
idea of avoiding future problems 
by requiring new employees af- 
ter July 1, 2008, to finance half 
their retirement benefits out of 
their own pockets. 

That’s going to be a real at- 
traction for solving the chronic 
shortage of low-pay state prison 
guards, parks groundskeepers 
and hospital orderlies. 

Some, maybe all of these is- 
sues may be resolved as the leg- 
islative session comes to an end. 
If not, most maybe all will be 
around again when the General 
Assembly returns next January, 
and the process begins all over 
again, this time for 60 days 
spread over nearly four months. 

Something to look forward to?

The public’s right to know has 
become a prominent local issue 
in recent months, with increased 
attendance at public meetings to 
debate controversial topics im- 
pacting Morgan County’s future. 

Approximately 200 citizens 
crowded into Wrigley Elemen- 
tary School’s lunchroom last Sep- 
tember to fire inquiries at school 
board members regarding the 
school’s pending closure, while 
fiscal court members entertained 
a packed house during their Janu- 
ary meeting. 

Such numbers are astronomi- 
cal for Morgan County, where 
some complain incessantly about 
“underhanded” politicians, etc., 
but generally avoid voicing those 
opinions publicly. Surprisingly, 
as local participation continues to 
grow, a national movement is also 
urging citizens to get involved in 
government affairs. 

Sunshine Week, a non-parti- 
san, Florida-based initiative 
launched in 2002, is observed 
March 11-17 and encourages citi- 



zen support for open government 
at all levels and to inform the 
public of open meetings and open 
records laws. Participants inlcude 
print, broadcast and online news 
media, civic groups, libraries, 
non-profit organizations, schools 
and other entities. The event co- 
incides with National Freedom of 
Information Day on March 16. 

Sadly, many citizens - locally 
and nationally - attend public 
meetings only when issues be- 
come emotionally charged, as 
they have been since the school 
board’s announcement it will 
build new schools according to 
state law, as well as November’s 
hotly contested judge executive 
election and the current special 
grand jury investigation. 

Public officials work for us; 
we pay their salaries and serve 
as their supervisors. How will we 
know if they deserve a promo- 
tion or a pink slip if we neglect 
regular jobsite visits? Let’s open 
up our windows during — and 
after — Sunshine Week and 
“shed some light on the subject!”

Elliott County Fiscal Court 
gives nod to insurance tax 



Bonded indebtedness left 
from last adm., and lack 
of state funding a factor 

SANDY HOOK— The Elliott 
County Fiscal Court voted March 
2 to approve an ordinance to levy 
a 6 percent license fee on insur- 
ance policy premiums. 

Like other rural counties faced 
with increasing operational costs 
and strapped with bonded debt, 
Elliott County found itself in dan- 
ger of running a deficit. 

Judge Executive David Blair 
read a list of the county’s out- 
standing bills and obligations, 
including a $1 million road bond 
issue contracted by the previous 
county administration. 

As in neighboring Morgan 
County where the fiscal court 
four years ago inherited a much 
larger road bond obligation, state 
funds that normally had been 
counted on to help retire bond ob- 
ligations dried up in the aftermath 
of a budget crunch and huge cut- 
backs in state spending. 

Amid protests from many in 
the crowd, the court gave the tax 
measure its final reading and 
voted 4-3 to impose the tax. 

Judge Blair told the court and 



about 100 citizens at the meet- 
ing, “It’s the only tax where ev- 
eryone pays their fair share” and 
said “it was the best way to keep 
the county operatinnnnng and 
preventing Frankfort from taking 
over.” 

Many counties already utilize 
the insurace premium license. 
Most area cities and towns also 
impose the tax and many also 
have adopted payroll taxes. 

With steadily rising costs for 
materials, gasoline, water and 
sewer pipe, jail costs for hous- 
ing prisoners, etc., and little pros- 
pect in the foreseeable future of 
a resurgence of state budget 
funds available to counties and 
cities, many county and city of- 
ficials say additional local 
sources of revenue will be nec- 
essary to prevent cutbacks in ser- 
vices and a decline in community 
progress. 

The insurance tax, collected 
on premiums for fire 
(homeowner’s), casualty liabil- 
ity, vehicle, inland marine and 
other “risk” insurance, will go 
into effect July 1 . It will replace 
a payroll tax adopted by the pre- 
vious Elliott County administra- 
tion which affected employees at 
the county’s new state prison 



House vote, Senate hearing on 
Freedom of Information bills 



WASHINGTON — The 
House and Senate scheduled leg- 
islative action Wednesday on 
bills that the Sunshine in Govern- 
ment Initiative says collectively 
represent “the biggest advance- 
ment in open government laws in 
years.” And they come during 
Sunshine Week, the annual effort 
to build support for open govern- 
ment. 

“The reforms that Congress is 
considering are common sense 
ideas that are long overdue. They 
include giving requesters a track- 
ing number to follow the status 
of their requests online or by 
phone, creating an ombudsman 
to help requesters, pressing agen- 
cies to resolve Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act disputes without liti- 
gation, making agencies pay the 
legal costs when they improperly 
delay or deny requests and 
strengthening agency reporting 
on their FOIA processing,” SGI 
reports via a Sunshine Week re- 
lease. 

Last week, Rep. Henry 



Waxman (D-Calif.), chairman of 
the House Committee on Over- 
sight and Government Reform, 
introduced a series of amend- 
ments to FOIA, which were 
voted out of subcommittee the 
next day. The the full chamber 
was expected voted on the legis- 
lation Wednesday. 

A Senate bill to reform FOIA. 
was scheduled for Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee hearing 
Wednesday. 

President Bush signed an ex- 
ecutive order in 2005 improving 
implementation of FOIA, but 
most agencies have made little 
progress “in reducing backlogs 
and delays in responding to FOIA 
requests,” Sunshine Week re- 
ports. “Action by Congress re- 
flects the recognition that FOIA 
has become less reliable and ef- 
fective in helping the public open 
the doors of government. Timing 
these actions with Sunshine 
Week reflects the surging grow- 
ing public awareness of - and 
demand for - open government.

dents, and June 1 for teachers. We 
have also authorized principals to 
submit plans for classified em- 
ployees to make up these days.” 
Gold said schools were closed 
for illness last week after a sharp 
drop in attendance. 

“On Monday we had 88 per- 
cent attendance districtwide,” 
Gold said. “On Tuesday we had 
82 percent, and on Wednesday 
we had 80 percent. When atten- 
dance is below 89-90 percent, 
schools are generally closed to 
prevent financial loss and the 
spread of illness.” 

Board members also approved 
the placement of WLES’s Read- 
ing First Grant at the new Mor- 
gan Central Elementary School 
for the next school year. 

“We felt the grant would be 
best placed at Morgan Central 
because it would serve more stu- 
dents there,” Gold said. “We are 
splitting WLES students next 
year, and we think Morgan Cen- 
tral will have more tools to bet- 
ter utilize the grant.” 

Gold also said East Valley El- 
ementary School, which also re- 
ceives a Reading First Grant, re- 
quested a grant-related interven- 
tionist teacher. 

“An interventionist teacher 
assists students who are behind,” 
Gold said. “The interventionist 
teacher is intended to prevent 
them from falling further behind. 
This request still has to be ap- 
proved by the state.” 

The board also approved the 
purchase of field materials for the 
baseball and softball field, and a 
trip request from the MCHS Na- 
tional Honor Society to travel to 
New York. 

Before adjournment, board 
members entered into executive 
session regarding the purchase of 
land for the new elementary 
school north of West Liberty and 
the superintendent’s evaluation. 

“We are still looking at a few 
different land options for the sec- 
ond new school,” Gold said. “My 
evaluation, which was given a 
satisfactory score, was also ac- 
cepted by the board. We are look- 
ing forward to progressing with 
our plans for the county’s chil- 
dren.”

Rural areas in U.S. 
struggle to recruit 
and keep doctors 

To attract doctors to 
underserved areas, rural commu- 
nities have hired recruiters, ap- 
plied for federal grants and of- 
fered to pay back school loans 
from medical school. There is a 
high turnover rate for doctors in 
rural areas where there is less 
money to be made and they may 
be unprepared for a small town 
lifestyle, reports Chana Joffe- 
Walt of Marketplace, a radio ser- 
vice of American Public Media. 

“Rural areas across the U.S. 
struggle to find family doctors,” 
reports Joffe-Walt. “The money 
is in specializing. Plus the 
workload in a small town is in- 
tense — you have no colleagues, 
and you have to convince your 
spouse to move to the sticks.” 
Foreign doctors seeking Ameri- 
can citizenship have been made 
to work in underserved commu- 
nities for a mandatory amount of 
time, but they often leave once 
that time is up. Doctor Syed Zafar 
is moving from Pomeroy, Wash, 
population 1,400, to Atlanta, 
where he won’t be the only 
Bangladeshi. 

The National Governors Asso- 
ciation has been meeting in 
Washington and rural health cov- 
erage is among the lobbying, re- 
ports Joffe-Walt. “But the prob- 
lem is only expected to get worse. 
Baby boomers are aging and 
fewer Americans are going into 
the medicine. The situation will 
be especially bad in rural areas.”

Health network hears presentation 
from Ky. River Network director

The Appalachian Foothills 
Health Network at its March 9 
meeting hosted Kentucky River 
Health Network (KRHN) Direc- 
tor John Isfort, of Irvine, who 
initated the medical group cover- 
ing Breathitt, Estill, Jackson, Lee, 
Owsley, Powell and Wolfe coun- 
ties three years ago. 

Isfort, an emergency services 
veteran, said KRHN was founded 
through a $200,000 Rural Health 
Outreach grant from the United 
States Health Resources and Ser- 
vices Administration. 

“I saw several health issues 
that needed to be addressed in my 
region,” Isfort said. “Other coun- 
ties have issues too, so I thought 
a health network would help 
counties pool their resources to 
fix this problem.” 

Isfort said he modeled KRHN 
after Georgia’s health networks. 

“Georgia has a state-supported 
program for health networking,” 
Isfort said. “I would like to see 
this happen in Kentucky, as it 
would benefit many un- and un- 
der-insured citizens.” 

KRHN services to the un- and 



under-insured focus on health 
screening, transportation, educa- 
tion and health career develop- 
ment through community coop- 
eration. 

“KRHN is a partnership be- 
tween Marcum & Wallace Hos- 
pital, in Irvine, and other agen- 
cies,” Isfort said. “These relation- 
ships help us avoid duplication of 
services, which allows us to pro- 
vide a variety of services through- 
out the network area.” 

KRHN members include Lee 
County Fiscal Court, Lee County 
EMS, Lee Area Technology Cen- 
ter, Kentucky River District 
Health Department and Septem- 
ber Place Retirement Village. 
Network partners include the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and Eastern 
Kentucky University, as well as 
various medical agencies and in- 
dividuals throughout the service 
area. 

Isfort said patients utilizing 
network services may pay through 
a voucher system that includes 
clinical screenings, transportation 
and co-payment. 

“Many times a small co-pay is 
required,” Isfort said. “For in- 



stance, patients would pay a $5 
co-pay for a $1,200 procedure 
such as a colonoscopy. They re- 
ceive the vouchers from their phy- 
sicians, or a local health depart- 
ment or clinic.” 

KRHN also provides low-cost 
transportation to patients. 

“We recently purchased a 
wheelchair van to take patients to 
and from appointments, etc.,” 
Isfort said. “Many times EMS 
cannot do this if patients have no 
insurance coverage. Patients can 
travel to local destinations for as 
low as $5, while they can travel 
farther roundtrip to and from Lex- 
ington or Hazard for $40. This is 
significantly lower than Medicaid 
transportation rates.” 

Isfort said patients must live in 
the network’s seven county area, 
and be un-insured or under-in- 
sured to qualify for network ser- 
vices. 

“We just want to help people 
in our area,” Isfort said. “Our goal 
is to make health care easy and 
regular for the un- and under-in- 
sured, and simplify that process 
for physicians and healthcare pro- 
viders.” 





DEPRESSION-ERA STORE. 
During the great American de- 
pression of the 1930s, it could 
have been difficult for almost 
anyone — perhaps especially a 
young man from the hills of east- 
ern Kentucky — to afford a college 
education. Yet my father did just 
that, and the ramshackle store he 
poses with in the accompanying 
photo was one of the means to that 
end. With “1934” written on the 
back, the picture is a snapshot of 
Morgan County history. 

In that year young James 
Wendell Nickell was struggling. 
A talented baseball player, who 
began pitching for West Liberty 
in 1929 when he was just sixteen, 
he had managed to complete high 
school and to attend Morehead 
State College for two years. In 
that day, that was quite an accom- 
plishment, especially for one who 
had grown up as a farm boy at- 
tending a one-room school. 

Now he had enough college 
credit to obtain a teaching certifi- 
cate, and he alternated between 
being a student and teacher for the 
next few years. He taught at a one- 
room school at Lower Lick Fork, 
near Pomp, and — in 1934 — at 
Crockett, where he also coached 
basketball. 

In the summer of that year, he 
operated the pictured little coun- 
try store, renting it and the adja- 
cent house (which still stands) at 
Mize. His sister, Lucille (Nickell) 
Haney of Lexington, who pro- 



vided the photo, recalls it as be- 
ing a simple grocery with a 
counter and shelves loaded with 
staples. 

At the time, Wendell was a 
bachelor. To say that he could not 
cook is an understatement, so his 
sisters Virginia, Lucille, and 
Geraldine (but not Jean, who was 
too young) took turns going to his 
house to fix meals for him. At 
night, Lucille recalls, he played 
cards there with some of his male 
friends. 

Wendell attended college on 
Saturdays at Kentucky Wesleyan 
in Winchester. He tried having an 
aunt run the store while he went 
to school, but she apparently was 
not successful, and Wendell gave 
up the venture after about a year. 

He eventually graduated from 
Morehead. He taught at the new 



West Liberty high school, dedi- 
cated by First Lady Eleanor 
Roosevelt in 1937, before being 
appointed by Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
husband in 1940 as postmaster at 
West Liberty. He soon eloped 
with Ella Kathleen Turner, and 
they eventually had two sons. 

The brief enterprise of the little 
country store would become only 
a fading memory, but its photo 
survives as a reminder of a young 
man’s struggle during hard times.

Many high-profile bills 
in limbo as session ends

With the end of the regular leg- 
islative session, many of the high 
profile bills tackled by the Gen- 
eral Assembly are still in limbo. 

Last week, Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
threatened to call the General 
Assembly back in session if it 
didn’t put several pieces of legis- 
lation, including funding for im- 
provements to the Kentucky 
Horse Park, on his table. 

Fletcher is concerned that if 
the General Assembly waits until 
next year’s regular budget cycle 
to approve funding for improve- 
ments at the Kentucky Horse 
Park, it may be too late for the 
2010 World Equestrian Games. 

The bill allots money for a new 
outdoor stadium that would help 
lure “legacy” events to the Horse 
Park in the years following the 
games. 

Fletcher also wants the Gen- 
eral Assembly to work on over- 
hauling the state worker retire- 
ment system that is facing a mas- 
sive shortfall. 

Last week, the Senate ap- 
proved a plan that would allow 
the state to sell over $800 million 
in bonds to cover the shortfall. 
Some lawmakers are concerned 
that the retirement system could 
go broke by 2022. 

One proposal that has passed 
both houses is a bill that would 
gradually raise the state’s mini- 
mum wage to $7.25 in 2009. 

Although Fletcher says he 
hasn’t decided if he would sign 
the legislation, the proposal 
would affect over 100,000 Ken- 
tuckians who currently earn the 
minimum wage of $5. 15 an hour. 

A bill designed to improve 
safety for Kentucky miners was 
also passed 

Under the provisions of the 
bill, the number of annual state 
underground inspections would 
double and at least one miner on 
every mining crew would be re- 
quired to carry methane gas de- 
tector. 

The bill, which passed the 
House Monday with a 96-0 vote, 
now goes before Fletcher who has 
said he would sign it into law. 

The General Assembly will 
come back into session for “veto 
days” on March 26. The legisla- 
ture can also address other issues 
during this timeframe. 

A proposal to address a poten- 
tial run-off election in June was 
also left unfinished by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Under Kentucky law, if no 
candidate wins 40 percent of the 
vote in a gubernatorial primary, a 
run-off election must be held. 
Local governments have been 
complaining about footing the 
bill, which could cost as much as 



$8 million, for another election 
and had called on the Legislature 
for help. 

The proposal could be ad- 
dressed before the mandated end 
of the session on March 30. 

Some of the other key pieces 
of legislation left unpassed in- 
clude: 

• HB 1 - a bill to restore fund- 
ing to several capitol building 
projects that were vetoed by 
Fletcher last year. 

• SB 83 - a bill that would raise 
the legal speed limit on some 
Kentucky roads to 70 miles per 
hour. 

• HB 64 - a bill that would re- 
quire school districts to address 
bullying in schools. 

• HB 358 - a bill relating to 
vaccinations against cervical can- 
cer 

• HB 403 - a bill that would 
allow spouses to sue for loss of 
companionship after a fatal acci- 
dent. 

FCC orders rural 
phone companies to 
handle Internet calls 

March 7 — The Federal Com- 
munications Commission has 
ruled that rural telephone compa- 
nies must connect calls for cus- 
tomers who use voice-over- 
internet protocol (VoIP). The or- 
der was a victory for cable-TV 
operators who depend on VoIP for 
revenue, reportsBroadcast Engi- 
neering magazine. 

“The decision breaks down of 
one of the last barriers prevent- 
ing VoIP to fully compete with 
traditional phone carriers,” letting 
them offer national phone service, 
BE reports.” The commission or- 
dered rural service providers in 
Nebraska and South Carolina to 
connect telephone calls made by 
customers of Time Warner’s VoIP 
service. State regulators had ar- 
gued that because the FCC had 
not classified VoIP providers as 
telecom services, the local tele- 
phone companies did not have to 
honor their phone calls.” 

The National Telephone Coop- 
erative Association, a lobby for 
rural phone companies, called the 
order “piecemeal regulation that 
gives VoIP providers a distinct 
competitive advantage by provid- 
ing them with local-number 
portablity without requiring them 
to pay for the costs they impose 
on telecom networks,” creating 
“an inequitable playing field that 
favors Time Warner and the cable 
industry.”

St. Claire reports $18.4 million in 
annual regional community benefits 



St. Claire Regional Medical 
Center (SCR) contributed $18.4 
million in community benefits to 
its service region last year, ac- 
cording to its annual community 
benefit report. 

“Community benefit activities 
focus on collaboration and im- 
proving the health and well-being 
of the community in ways that go 
above and beyond what would be 
expected of any medical care pro- 
vider,” said Tom Lewis, SCR di- 
rector of development. 

SCR’s community benefits are 
determined through a thoughtful 
and organized system in accor- 
dance with Catholic Health Asso- 
ciation and American Hospital 
Association guidelines. Lewis 
said that such benefits generally 
respond to a community need and 



meet at least one of the following 
criteria: 

•Do not generate profit. 

•Respond to needs of special 
populations, such as the 
underinsured or uninsured, the 
elderly or minorities. 

Involve education or research. 

•Supply services that would 
likely be discontinued if the de- 
cision were made on a purely fi- 
nancial basis. 

According to SCR’s report, 
$4. 1 million in benefits were pro- 
vided to the medically uninsured 
and underinsured. That amount 
included $2.3 million in charity 
care (at cost) last year. Further, 
SCR routinely treats patients who 
receive Medicaid benefits, and 
last year’s reimbursement fell 
$1.8 million short of the actual 



cost of care for Medicaid recipi- 
ents. 

SCR provided another $4.6 
million in uncompensated care, 
which was the cost of services to 
individuals who were unable or 
unwilling to pay and did not offi- 
cially meet traditional charity care 
guidelines. Last year’s Medicare 
shortfall represented $5.6 million 
of unpaid costs when federal re- 
imbursement fell short of the ac- 
tual of care provided by SCR, 
according to the report. 

The report said that SCR pro- 
vided another $4. 1 million in ben- 
efits to the broader community, 
including community support and 
partnerships, donations, health 
professions education and re- 
search.

MCMS implements 
a two-week plan to 
improve test scores 

Something new and 
newsworthy has been happening 
at Morgan County Middle 
School! In efforts to assist 
students in attaining proficiency, 
the state assigned standard for 
2014, students and staff have been 
expending extra effort since mid- 
January to meet that goal. A minor 
change in the first period of the 
day, known as flex, has teachers 
on a two-week rotation through 
classrooms, combining their 
expertise with students in need of 
review. 

The program’s design is 
simple, yet comprehensive: 
students experience a class period 
of content vocabulary immersion, 
followed by practice with 
answering multiple-choice 
questions, and all strive for a 
proficient or distinguished 
response on the practice open 
response items they receive. 
Because the program is on a two- 
week rotation, students have had 
the opportunity to spend in-depth 
time with teachers on specific 
open response items, a primary 
mode of assessment for the 
upcoming test which begins April 
23. As students complete their 
practice items, the teacher gives 
them immediate feedback on 
areas in which to improve. 
Students who do not receive a 
score of “3” (proficient) or “4” 
(distinguished) on the first try are 
encouraged to re-write, honing 
their skills until they reach the 
proficient level. If a student scores 
proficient or above on both open 
responses in the two-week plan, 
he/she qualifies for a small social 
break on the second Friday. 

“I have been extremely 
pleased with the efforts shown by 
students and staff,” Principal 
Darren Sparkman said. “It is 
obvious that our students have the 
knowledge, motivation and desire 
to meet the demands of this test.” 

Recently the program has been 
modified to require students to 
compose a proficient or 
distinguished response on the first 
try. This change was needed to 
make students aware of the time 
limitations imposed by the CATS 
test, and to focus their efforts on 
developing a solid response 
during a timed setting. 

Please encourage your child to 
his/her best work each day, and 
inquire about activities and 
lessons he/she is learning in class. 
Together, we will be proficient by 
2014!

Disappearance 
of bees threatens 
crop production 

In 24 states all over the coun- 
try, “Bees have been disappear- 
ing inexplicably at an alarming 
rate, threatening not only their 
livelihoods but also the produc- 
tion of numerous crops, includ- 
ing California almonds, one of 
the nation’s most profitable,” re- 
ports Alexei Barrionuevo of The 
New York Times. 

“The sudden mysterious 
losses are highlighting the criti- 
cal link that honeybees play in 
the long chain that gets fruit and 
vegetables to supermarkets and 
dinner tables across the country,” 
Barrionuevo writes. “Beekeepers 
have fought regional bee crises 
before, but this is the first na- 
tional affliction.” It is called 
“colony collapse disorder,” and 
it’s a big deal. 

Cornell University estimates 
that more than $14 billion worth 



of U.S. seeds and crops, mostly 
fruits, vegetables and nuts, are 
pollinated by honeybees each 
year. “Every third bite we con- 
sume in our diet is dependent on 
a honeybee to pollinate that 
food,” Zac Browning, vice presi- 
dent of the American Beekeep- 
ing Federation, told Barrionuevo, 
who reports: “The bee losses are 
ranging from 30 to 60 percent on 
the West Coast, with some bee- 
keepers on the East Coast and in 
Texas reporting losses of more 
than 70 percent; beekeepers con- 
sider a loss of up to 20 percent in 
the offseason to be normal.” 

Beekeepers convened in 
Florida this month to brainstorm 
with researchers how to cope 
with the extensive bee losses. In- 
vestigators are exploring a range 
of theories, including viruses, a 
fungus and poor bee nutrition. 

They are also studying a 
group of pesticides that were 
banned in some European coun- 
tries to see if they are somehow 
affecting bees’ innate ability to 
find their way back home.
